T is hereby enatted by the General Af- 

jembly of the State of Vermont,’ That 
the Amendment to the Conttitution of 
the United States, providing fora difcrim- 
ination ‘of the perfons voted’ for as Prefi- 
dent and Vice-Prefident; and other pur- 
polts, propofed by the eighth Congrafs of 
théUnited States, at' the firt feffion of 
that body, begun and holden at the City 
of Wafbington, in the telritory of Colam- 
ófa, on Monday the feventeenth of Odo- 
ber, ohe thoufand eight hundred and 
three, in the words following, (viz.) 


“RESOLVED, by the Senate and Houfe 
of Reprefentatives of the United States 
of Américain Congrefs Affembled, two 
thirds of both hoüfes concurring, that in 


 lieü of the third paragraph of the firft 


fection, of the fecond article of the Con-

Jowing be propofed as an amendment to 
the" Conftitition of the United States, 
which when ratified by three fourths’ of
